TO SEEK COPY 
OF AFFIDAVIT 


Charges PM led 
Against 
Abrahamson Sought 
By Council 


The 
Manistique 
city council 
adopted a resolution Tuesday eve­ 
ning instructing th** city clerk to 
attempt to secure a 
photostatic 
copy of an affidavit allegedly fil­ 
ed by George Dorman of Manis­ 
tique with Works 
Progress ad­ 
ministration 
authorities 
and 
which is said to contain certain 
unrevealed charges against Har­ 
ry Abrahamson, Manistique city 
councilman, and which allegedly 
resulted in Abrahamson 
losing 
his job as W P A timekeeper 
The action was taken by the 
city council for the purpose of 
determining what 
charges 
had 
been placed against Abrahamson 
and 
was 
passed 
unanimously, 
Abrahamson himself voting 
for 
the resolution 
Abrahamson 
informed 
Hie 
council that he had made several 
attempts to secure a copy of the 
affidavit but th u s far has been 
unable to do so. He asserted that 
he had enlisted Senator Prentiss 
Brown’s aid in his behalf in an 
effort to get a copy of the 
affi­ 
davit. 
Councilman Brine then assert­ 
ed: "If Mr. Abrahamson desires 
a copy of that affidavit and tho 
city council can do anything 
to 
help him to secure it. I believe 
we should do so. 
Therefore, 
I 
move that tho city clerk he In­ 
structed to attempt to secure a 
copy of the affidavit." 
Abrahamson 
told 
the council 
that he had no knowledge w hat­ 
soever what charges were 
con­ 
tained in the affidavit, but that 
h** was discharged as WPA time­ 
keeper. assumedly as a result of 
the affidavit 
He later was rehir­ 
ed as a WPA worker 
on 
the 
school stadium project but not as 
timekeeper.

TAX DEADLINE 
IS EXTENDED 


Collection 
Fee 
of 
4% 
Not 
Added 
Until 
After Feb. 15 


Til© city council voted Tuesday 
evening to waive the collection 
fee of four per cent on state and 
county taxes until February 15, 
moving the deadline for payment 
without penalty from January IO. 
The action was taken to give 
taxpayers more titan an addition­ 
al m onth’s grace to 
pay 
their 
1936 county and state taxes with­ 
out penalty. 
The four per cent, 
penalty is a collection fee which 
goes to tho city and can be waiv­ 
ed by tile council although other 
interest charges and i>enalties fix­ 
ed on delinquent taxes 
by 
the 
state legislature cannot be waived 
by local authorities. The fax is 
not considered delinquent 
until 
March I. however. 
Gottfrid Johnson, 
local attor­ 
ney and receiver for the old First 
National 
Bank, appeared before 
the council to interest the coun­ 
cilmen in a proposal to eliminate 
penalties and interest on all 1935 
and prior taxes now’ delinquent, 
provided these taxes are paid in 
full. 
Mr. Johnson informed the 
council t It a t he was taking the 
matter up with them at this time 
merely to permit them to give 
some thought to the proposal, al­ 
though he realized that action by 
all th** various taxing units, as 
well as th© county board, would 
be necessary before th** project 
could be approved. 
Mayor 
Gierke was instructed 
bv the council to represent 
the 
city of Manistique at the meeting 
of the stockholders of the First 
National Bank to be held soon. 
The city owns a block of stock 
in the bank. 
City Manager Beauvais present­ 
ed a report on the cost of operat­ 
ing the contagious disease deten­ 
tion home in tho city, a l e r t i n g 
that $615.75 had been spent the 
past year for the maintenance of 
seven persons at the 
detention 
home, and that, in his opinion, 
the cost of operating the 
con­ 
tagious disease hospital was not 
warranted by the number of per­ 
sons treated.
